The most serious obstacle to the plans 
- of the Terminal Rairoad Association for 
freight yards, including team trackage 
and depots on the wharf between Mul- 
lanphy and North Market streets, seems 
* to be the United States. Government. 
The War Department has established 
‘what are called inner and outer harbor 
‘lines along the strip wanted and the 
Government engineering corps in St 
Louis holds-that when the space betweeg 
the lines, which varies here from 220 
feet to 250 feet in width, is improved or 
in any way changed from its present 
condition, it must be graded to a gradual 
slope. The slope may be paved, but 
mo building, trestle or other permanent 
‘structure erected. 
At the head of the corps is Col. Clin- 
ton B. Gears, his assistants being Majors 
_, William 8S, Mitchell and William M. Pet- 
*timan. Col. Sears and Maj. Mitchell

City’s Law on Wharf. 

Although this: ordinance does not ex- 

pressly permit the use of the wharf be- 
tween the inner and outer harbor ' lines 
for private purposes, that permission is 
implied in a paragraph making it a 
raisdemeanor for anyone to build a dike, 
trestle, elevator or other structure out- 
side of or beyond the outer harbor line. 
This paragraph reads: 
“Section 4.—Any person, firm or cor- 
poration who shall build or extend any 
dike, trestle work, elevator or other 
structure east of the eastern boundary 
line of the wharf as above established 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fired not less than $50 nor more than 
$E00.”’ 

This ordinance repeals several other 
ordinances, some dating back many 
years, that establish the city’s harbor 
lines along different sections of the 
river in the past. 

City’s Power Never Questioned. 

In all these years the city’s right to 
establish harbor lines and control the 
character of the improvements along 
the river front was never questioned by 
the Federal Government, so far as 
can now be learned. The city has leased 
many portions of the strip between the 
harbor lines and many of these sites 
are still used for private purposes. 

The Union Sand and Material Co. oc- 
cupies a. large piece of leased ground 
within the strip north of Ashley street 
and has a site for its hoisting plant 
farther up the river, both on the tract 
wanted for the projected union rail- 
way yards. 

The Terminal Association expects to 
buy the leases of the sand company 
and other corporations now occupying 
the ground covered by Councilman 
Ewing's wharf bill if it becomes an 
ordinance. . Railway tracks of several 
roads run along portions of the strip 
over which the Government claims ex- 
clusive jurisdiction, but the War De- 
partment is not likely to ask for their 
removal.

North End members of the House of 
Delegates have decided to reopen the 
question of the location of the Municipal 
Free Bridge, for which the Chouteau 
avenue site was selected by joint res- 
olution of the last Municipal Assembly. 
The Chouteau avenue site was never 
embodied in an ordinance, and hence can 
be annulled by the present Assembly. 

North St. Louis members are now con- 
spicuous in the House. Among these 
are. Priesmeyer of the First Ward, 
Warner of the Second, Gallagher of the 
Third, ‘“‘Boots’’ Brennan of the Six- 
teenth, Frank Weeke of the Seven- 
teenth, Sam Stannard of the Nineteenth, 
James T. Brennan of the Twenty-sixth 
and Vincent McShane of the Twenty- 
seventh. 

In any effort which is made to fix 
a North End site for the bridge, it will 
be argued that the War Department 
not only has not sanctioned the Chou- 
teau avenue site, but has indicated that 
no site south of Eads Bridge will be 
acceptable for any except a single span 
bridge.

SHOOTS MAN BEAUTIES. WAN 


DEAD IN FHT 
OVER 75 CENTS 


Slayer Waits for Victim in 
Ambush and Sends Bul- 
let to Heart. 





WOUNDS COMPANION 
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After Eight Shots Are Fired 
Police Find Dead Body 
on Sidewalk. 





Ignatius Kurilla was shot through the 
heart by Andy Hunyons in an alley in 
the rear of Twenty-third street and Mis- 
souri avenue, Hast St. Louis, at 12:30 
a. m. Friday as the result of a quar- 
rel over 75 cents. Steve Dubinski, a 
companion of Kurilla, was shot twice 
in the abdomen. He is at St. Mary’s 
Hospital and probably will die from 
his wounds. 

Hunyons was arrested by the East St. 
Louis police at 5 a. m. and locked up. 
The trouble started at 10:30 p. m., when 
Hunyons found Kurilla and Dubinski 
playing cards in a saloon at Twenty- 
third street and Kansas avenue. 

Kurilla and Hunyons had formerly 
been friends, but had fallen out over 
7% cents which Hunyons claimed Kur- 
illa owed him. Hunyons walked into 
the saloon Thursday night and demand- 
ed payment of the 75 cents, and when 
Kurilla refused, invited him outside to 
fight. 

Watited Outside. 

Kurilla and Dubinski paid no attention 
to Hunyons, who left the saloon a few 
minutes later. They stayed in the sa- 
loon until 11:53 p. m., and then started 
home, but stopped at a dance hall at 
Twenty-third street and Gaty avenue. 
Leaving there half an hour later they 
started toward Missouri avenue. 

As they were passing the alley 100 feet 
from Missouri avenue, Hunyons, con- 
cealed behind a shed, began firing. 
During the first volley of shots Kurilla 
fell dead, with a bullet wound through 
his heart. Dubinski also fell, having 
been struck in the abdomen with two 
bullets. Eight shots in all were fired. 

Whether they were all fired by Hun- 
yons, or whether he had a companion, 
the police have not been able to de- 
termine. 

When the police arrived on the scene 
half an hour later they found Kurilla’s 
body. Dubinski had tried to crawl to 
his boarding house at 2335 Kansas ave- 
nue, but had fainted from loss of blood. 

Eycwtigmess to Shooting. 

Joseph Southard, a car conductor, who 
lived at Misouri avenue and Twenty- 
third street, witnessed the shooting 
from a rear window of his home. The 
police began a search for Hunyons, and 
at 1:30 a® m. they found him leaving his 
boarding house at Twenty-third and 
Kansas _ streets. Occupants of the 
house told the police that he went 
into a room occupied by two other 
boarders and hid under the bed, after 
trying to borrow money enough to get 
out of town. He was starting to his 
brother’s house to borrow money when 
he was discvered by Policeman Mul- 
queeny. 

Hunyons ran toward State street, with 
the policeman in pursuit. Policeman 
Wilkinson joined in the chase, but fell 
behind. 

Hunyons ran into a wire fence near 
State street, and the policeman, who 
was upon his heels, also got tangled 
up in the fence, being knocked sense- 
less by one of the wires. Hunyons 
made his escape, but was captured sev- 
eral hours later as he was returning to 
his boarding house. The revolver with 
which the shooting was done was found 
under the stepa 

Kurilla, the dead man, leaves a wife. 
Dubinskii is unmarried. 

Alleged Slayer Identified. 

The police took Hunyons to the hos- 
pital at noon, where he was identified 
by Dubinski as the man who did the 
shooting. Dubinski was in a dying con- 
dition when he made the identification, 
and is not expected to live more than 
a few hours. 


Hunyons admitted to the police that 
he quarreled with Kurilla and Dubin- 
ski, but he accused another man of do- 
ing the shooting. He said that after 
Dubinski and Kurilla left the saloon 
they chased him with a knife, and that 
later they renewed the attack. The 
man whom Hunyons says did the shoot- 
in Pe og: been arrested, but denies his 
guilt. 

The police are satisfied from the evi- 
dence .they have gathered that Hun- 
yons did the shooting and that his_ac- 
cusation against another man is sim- 
ply an effort to shift responsibility for 
the crime. They believe that another 
man was with Hunyons at the time 
of the shooting. Joe Toths is under ar- 
rest, suspected of being Hunyons’ com- 
panion.

ATLANTA, Ga., July 5.—A Dill is 
pending in the Legislature here which, 
should it pass, and the most skeptical 
believe it will, will be a sad blow for 
the most picturesque figure of the old 
South—the Georgia Colonel. This bill 
would make the commonest variety of 
rye as expensive as champagne, and as 
embarrassing to procure as a marriage 
license, 

The reform Legislature has met. The 
first day it sat it considered 300 bills, 
and not one spared the corporations. 
Among them was a prohibition bill. It 
is a double-barrelled act. One section 
seeks to drive the sale of liquor from 
the State, and the other seeks to put 


make the consumer take his shipment 
to the clerk of the Superior Court, have 
it stamped, and pay a tax of 50 cents a 
pint. This would make rye whisky cost 
nearly $10 a gallon. 

There is a probability that the bill 
will pass. The colonels have lost hope, 
for there are 146 counties in this State 
and less than twenty are wet.  Re- 
strictions have been growing tighter 
and tighter about the liquor traffic in 
Atlanta. On July 1 the dealer began to 
pay a license of $2000. Saloons close at 
10 o’clock at night, and only the large 
hotels sell on Sunday.

Salt and Fresh Water in Well. 

A remarkable well has been found by 
a representative of the United States 
Geological Survey near New Burling- 
ton, O. It is fitted with two pumps, one 
furnishing fresh water and the other 
having such a high amount of mineral 


Two water-bearing beds confined be- 
tween layers of limestone occur at 
this point, the upper carrying fresh 
water and ‘the lower salt. The pipe of 
the fresh water pump is but 16 feet 
long; that of the salt water pump is 35 
feet. 

The brine, being heavier than the 
fresh water, does not mix with it, but 
remains at the bottom of the well, and 
the longer pipe consequently draws only 
the salty water.

Union Trying to Prevent 
Men Going Out.

NEW YORK, July 5.—While Presi- 
dent Clowry of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Co. is working to avert a na- 
tional strike of the operators by con- 
senting to meet committees of his em- 
ployes with a view to arbitration, he 
does not intend to be caught napping. 

For the purpose of having nonunion 
telegraphers on hand in the event of 
a strike in Chicago or St. Louis, the 
Western Union officials advertised for 
telegraphers to “receive $4 a day with 
board and transportation free.”’ to. come 
to 227 Fulton street, Brookyln. The 
members of Local No. 16 of the Teleg- 
raphers’ Union read the advertisement 
end in order to see what it was all 
about went to the Brooklyn establish- 
ment under the pretense of seeking em- 
ployment. The man in charge said a 
»trike was expectd Mondav, and he was 
greatly elated when 50 of the union 
men gave their names and addresses, 
to be sent for when their services would 
be needed. 

‘‘Mum’s the word,” said the man who 
did the employing. ‘“‘We want to get 
out of New York without anyone know- 
ing of it.’’ 

“All right,” 
won't say a word. 

But they did. They reported all that 
took place to the chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, who went to the 
Brooklyn headquarters. It happened 
that the Fulton street place is owned 
by a man who runs a saloon on the 
ground floor and who conducts a strict- 
ly union resort.

COMMISSIONER NEILL IN 
CHICAGO WORKING FOR PEACE

CHICAGO, July 5.—Members of the 
National Executive Committee of the 
Telegraphers’ Union, who are now 
gathering in Chicago, today put the 
issues of the struggle with the Western 
Union and Postal telegraph companies 
squarely up to the employers by a 
statement that no settlement of the 
trouble could come without recognition 
of the union. 

The announcement came in the form

Commissioner Charles P. Neill has 
arrived here and members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the union are 
expected by night. Commissioner Neill 


arrived in the city last night and set- 
tled down to business by meeting the 
members of the Executive Board of 
the union and prominent local officials. 
The union side was presented and Mr. 
Neill was told about the alleged dis- 
crimination and wage troubles. The 
recent iischarge of Uperator Ww. W. 
Main by the Western Union company 
for alleged insubordination was taken 
up for discussion.

THE HAGUE, July 6.—The sub- 
committee of the Peace Conference on 
the rights and duties of neutral pow- 
ers in times of war, etc., met today. 
M. Nelidoff, president of tue Confer- 
ence, who had recovered from his in- 
disposition, was present. 

The French proposition providing 
that there shall be a declaration of 
war before the opening of hostilities 
and the amendment of The Nether- 
lands eStablishing a delay of 24 hours 
between a.declaration of war and the 
opening of hostilities were discussed 
at length. The military delegates of 
The Netherlands and France made 


speeches explaining their respective 
propositions. 

The Russian military delegate sup- 
ported the French proposition and 
Baron Marschall von Bieberstein 
(German) rose and said: 3 

“Germany accepts in its entirety the 
French proposition, which she con- 
siders conforms with the modern 
progress of warfare.”

HIGHWAY ENGINEER IS SOUGHT 


Salary Is $3000 and Few Seek 
State Job. 

The Missouri Board of Agriculture will 
meet at the Southern Hotel Saturday 
to select a State Highway Commission- 
er, the office having been created by 
the last Legislature. 

The position pays $3000 a year and it 
is understood few applications have 
been received. It is argued that an ex- 
perienced engineer, qualified to super- 
vise the construction of highways, can 
earn $10,000 a yvear. 

The State appropriated $475,000, a war 
claim received from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, for good roads, to be appor- 
tioned equally among the counties. The 
amount alloted to St. Louis, classed as a 
county under the good roads act, is 
$4113. . 

The Legislature also appropriated 
$500,000 for the construction of a high- 
way across the State from east to west, 
but this money will not be available un- 
til next year.

Young Cartwright’s Maiden 
Trip Turns Out a Great 
Success. 





HE GOES MILES 





Has to Throw Away Ballast as 
Airship Plunges 2000 Feet 
in Five Minutes. 





Having triumphantly completed a bal- 
loon flight of 25 miles, the first ascen- 
sion by any of the theoretical amateur 
aeronautic enthusiasts in St. Louis, 
Hugh F. Cartwright, secretary to Rus- 
sell E. Gardner-of the. Aero Club,’ who 
was with H. E. Moneywell, a profession- 
al, received the congratulations of his 
friends Thursday night with a modesty 
equal to the courage which he displayed 
in making the ascent. 


Starts at Gas Works. 
The start was made at 9:58 o'clock 
Thursday morning from the Laclede gas 
plant, and the trip ended two hours af- 
terward in a wheat field six miles from 
Lebanon, Ill. Th® young aeronauts had 
not planned a long trip, but had to come 
to earth sooner than he had intended be- 
cause of a collision with a cloud which 
chilled the gas in the bag and caused 
the balloon to drop zZv@ feet in five min- 
utes. #@very ounce of ballast had to be 
thrown out to make the landing safe. 
The balloon is the St. Louis, owned by 
Mr. Gardner. 
In discussing his trip Cartwright said: 


“The pleasure of a balloon ride is not 
to be compared with any other method 
of travel. All feeling of fear or un- 
easiness left me as we got out over the 
river, and after that I only thought of 
the enjoyment of the free motion and 
the beautiful picture spread out below 
us. 

Sail Over Belleville. 


“We went first east, then northeast, 
and soon after passing beyond East St. 
Louis we were over Belleville, a little to 
the north of the town. A band in a 
park serenaded us, and the people shot 
off some big bombs and anvils. We 
shouted down at them through a mega- 
phone, and could see them trying to 
make us hear their shouts, but could 
hear only a confused noise. |. 

“Other towns and small settlements 
which we did not recognize seemed all 
to be celebrating and we got a lot more 
fireworks and two more band concerts. 

‘‘We hoped to stay up most of the aft- 
ernoon, but when we were near a town, 
which we think was Mascoutah, a cloud 
came between us and the sun. That 
caused the bag to shrink and we sank 
rapidly. We had to throw out so much 
ballast that we saw we would have to 
land soon. 

Passed Through Cloud. 


“We passed through the corner of the 
cloud, but did not get very wet. We 
landed easily and without jar or any 
seeming danger in John Haas’ wheat 
field, and people going into Lebanon to 
celebrate took us with them.” 
Cartwright was about the coolest man 
in the crowd at the Laclede gas plant. 
As the balloon swiftly but easily sailed 
aloft he chewed gum with the greatest 
unconcern, and waved a careless fare- 
well with his hat to facetious friends 
on earth, who were chaffing him about 
the perils of his trip. He decided only 
a week ago to make the ascension.

DOCTOR SAYS HOGS GET 
MORE ATTENTION THAN MAN 


Chicago Health Commissioner As- 
serts the Government Does 


Little for Human Beings. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 5.—‘“‘If I were fo he 
born again and my wishes were con- 
Sulted I believe I’d rather be a hog,” 
said Health Commissioner Evans to- 
day upon his return from a trip through 


the Eastern cities, where he made a 
study of the methods in vogue in the 
health departments. 

Special attention was given to the 
Federal department in Washington, 
where Dr. Evans said hundreds of bac- 
teriologists labor daily to find means 
of preventing diseases in hogs. 

“The diseases of human beings are a 
secondary consideration,” said Dr. 
Evans. ‘‘The Government spends more 
on the bacteriology of hogs in one year 
than it does on the Bacteriology of man 
in 25 years. It is true, they are doing 
something for men. They have a ma- 
rine hospital, but as I wandered around 
and looked at the immense buildings 
devoted to the study of seeds and 
grasses and other foods, I concluded 
man was a minor being after all, and 
that I’d rather be a hog.” 


CANNOT GET MEN TO WORK 
IN KANSAS WHEAT FIELDS 


Less Than Fifty Apply for Em- 
ployment Where 18,000 
Are Needed. 


Special to the, Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 5.—With 
Kansas calling for 18,000 men to harvest 
a 60,000,000-bushel wheat crop, fewer 
than fifty men applied at the State Free 
Employment Bureau for work today. 

“Its remarkable,’’ said Secretary 
Schweitzer. ‘In previous seasons there 
were sO many applicants we were hardly 
able to handle them. The country 
doesn’t seem to realize the number of 
men it will require to harvest 60,000,000 
bushels of wheat. Reports of a short 
crop are keeping men at home. The 
employment will last 60 days. Farmers 
are so anxious for men they are char- 
tering cars in Kansas City and giving 
free transportation to all who apply. 
Wages range from $2.25 to $3 a day and 
board.”’

to be run. The essential condition of fast racing 
with powerful automobiles is a good track, clear 
of all obstruction. Not only should the trac« 
be cleared of all obstructions and the obstructions 
put so far away from the race road that there is 
no possibility of striking them, but careful watch 
should be kept to keep it clear. 

A large percentage of automobile accidents, not 
only in racing, but in ordinary driving, is caused 
by failure to realize that safety with high speed 
requires perfect roads. When we desert the iron 
tracks of the railroad with a machine capable 
of making the speed of a locomotive, we ought to 
see that the substitute for the iron rails is the 
best of its kind. But in violation of this rule 
auto drivers rush at breakneck speed over all 
kinds of roads—roads with ruts, stones and ob- 
structions that are hard on ordinary vehicles and 
which supply ideal conditions for accidents to ma- 
chines running at very high speed. Even in races 
sufficient care is not taken to maintain a clear 
track. 

Carelessness with new high power machines 
constructed for pleasure is the rule. We learn 
the lesson of caution at disastrous cost.

So vast was last year’s income of the 
Government from this. source that there remains 
a treasury surplus over all expenditures of -near- 
ly $87,000,000—the largest net balance but one in

contributed directly by the people, as a tribute t> 
‘prosperity.”” The average ad, valorem tax on 
these imports amounted to 45 per cent of their 
selling price in the countries where they were 
bought—that is to say, we paid the importers 
45 per cent more than the makers of the com- 
modities would have charged us had we bought 
direct in a free field. This difference we paid for 
no reason on earth save for the benefit of favore] 
protected manufacturers. 

Nor does that tell all of the story. - That’s only 
a small fraction. Our, domestic production of 
commodities last year was 35 times greater than 
the amount of our imports. On the larger portion 
of this domestic production the producers laid 
market values that would bring prices “up to th: 
duty line,”’ so that the consumer actually paid u 
tax, equal to the import duty, for the privilege 
of buying the fruits of home industries. So it 
appears that our contribution to “prosperity ’ 
amounts, not to paltry hundreds of millions, but 
to many billions of dollars each year.

HAT is needed for the protection of American 
W coast cities and American commerce in the 
Pacific is that hawaii shall be made the 
Malta of the Pacific. It is not contended that the 
coast cities could not protect themselves from naval 
attack; but it is clear that to do so against a Hawaii 
in hostile hands would cost a sum enormously great- 
er than that required to make these islands im- 
pregnable. 

Economy demands that American possession here 
be made absolutely secure. That condition having 
been reached, nothing extraordinary in the way of 
defenses or garrisons would be required in Califor- 
nia, Oregan and Washington. S8o long as Hewail 
remains unfortified or fortified inadequately, Japan 
will feel that war with the United States is within 
the sphere of practical politics. 

Possessing this base and protected here by floa 
ing mines, mortars, siege guns—such as she could 
easily transport and mount—Japan could make her- 
self a dangerous enemy. Without it she could not do 
much on this side of the ocean and probably would 
rot venture here except with her commerce de- 
stroyers. It should be remembered that in the war 
with Russia the Japanese Navy refused to give bat- 
tle far from its base, though they might have teken 
Rojestvensky unawares in Madagascar wWeters or 
in the Straits of Malacca. ’ 

A beginning has been made toward fortifying Hon- 
olulu and Pearl Harbor, but what the Advertiser 
wants to press upon the notice of its visitors is the 
fact that the entire program, when completed, will 
not prevent the landing of hostile forces, efficiently 
convoyed, on the other side of the island.

The Merchants’ Iee and Coal Co. 
scored a point on Circuit Attorney Sager 
Friday, when Circuit Judge McDonald 
sustained a motion requiring Mr. Sager 
to make his second amended petition 
more definite. This means that after a 
year of sparring in court and after the 
petition has been twice amended, the 
pleadings are not in shape for the case 
to be tried. 

The second amended petition alleged 
that. the Merchants company entered 
into arrangement with the Polar Wave 
Ice and Fuel Co. on April 13, 1903, to 
fix and maintain ice prices and that 
such agreements were made at sub- 
sequent meetings, up to July 15, 1906. 
The Merchants company claimed that 
the petition did not make it clear wheth- 
er one offense or many was charged 
and complained of the absence of dates. 

It looked ambiguous to Judge McDon- 
ald and he sustained the motion to 
make more definite. Mr. Sager will 
now have to fix up his petition before 
anything more can be done. 


The case has been set for trial five 
times. It was filed originally July 24, 
1906. Both companies were made de- 
fendants. Penalties aggregating $71,- 
400 were sued for. 

The first amended petition was filed 
Feb. 26, 1907. The period for which pen- 
alties were claimed was enlarged and 
the amount sued for was $124,700. The 
Polar Wave company demurred to the 
petition on the ground that the cause 
of action, if there was one, rested 
against the companies separately and 
not jointly. Before this demurrer was 
passed on Mr. Sager dismissed as to 
the Polar Wave company and filed his 
second amended petition, in -which the 


defendant. 

The indefiniteness of this petition pro 
voked the motion to make more 
nite, now sustained. 

A case against the Polar Wave com- 
pany, also filed last July, is pending in 
Judge Foster’s room.
